I horehy  present  my  report  for  the 
^roar  1940,  a year,  owing  to  the  War,  of  vastly  increased 
legistature  and  -'-.K.P. duties  v/ith  resulting  heavy  calls 
upon  the  personnel  of  all  health  and  administrative  services 
as  well  as  the  general  public. 

Again,  owing  to  the  necessity  for 
strict  economy,  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  advised  curts.il- 
mont  of  all  reports,  hence  only  a sheleton  otitlinc  of 
essential  and  urgent  matters  apperta.ining  to  public  health 
will  be  mentioned. 


As  before  the  Report  Centre  at  the 
Rural  Office,  has  been  manned  by  at  least  thirty  four 
volunteers,  both  day  and  night,  a minimum  of  four  being 
alv/a.ys  nresent.  The  purpose  of  this  is  that  should  an  air-' 
raid  occur,  messages  v/ould  be  received  from  Vvardens  at  out- 
posts with  the  result  that  the  staff  at  the  centre  would  at 
once  initiate  the  proper  measures  for  civil  defence. 


It  has  been  unfortunate  for  A.R.P. 
v/or.'iers  that  the  last  two  War  winters  luwe  boon  so  severe. 
Volunteers,  from  both  town  and  Rural  areas  deserve  our  high- 
est praise  in  the  fact  that  they  have  conscientiously  and 
promptly  attond'jd  to  their  allot:
